A LIVE-WIRE PROBLEM JUST NOW 


Owing to the single tax amendment to be voted 
on next Tuesday, the following from the Christian 
Science Monitor, one of the best daily papers in-Am- 
erica, published at Boston, will be of interest: 

“California is confronted with the landlord or 
landownership or land-grasping problem in one of 
the most aggravated forms Holdings of unim- 
proved, non-producing, non-contributing land em- 
bracing thousands of acres are numerous in the state. 
The effect is exactly what it is wherever land grab- 
bing and land holding for speculative purposes are 
tolerated. The state taxing commission and the 
state immigratign commission have been investigat- 
ing the land question.. The former in a prelimin- 
ary report, recommends that every person obding 
improved land, or land put to some beneficial use, 
up to the value of $5,000, should be exempt from an 
excess tax on the increased land value; that all land 
not in use should be subject to a maximum tax of 
such character; that all property in use in excess 
of the exemption should be liable to a lighter tax 
than the unused property, and that the tax should 
be levied so that at definite periods a substantial 
proportion of the value which has been added to the 
land, beeause of social conditions, be collected and 
paid into the state treasury. 

‘‘This indicates very clearly the trend of thought 
in the state, as does the public discussion of land tax, 
single tax and site tax now under way It should 
be remembered that an apparent defeat of the single 
tax at the polls will not mean a defeat in reality. 
In faet, the outlook is most favorable for the ex- 
pression of a sentiment in the Golden State, that 
will pave the way to an early acceptance of the 
theory of land-vaJue taxation held and advocated 
by one of its most distinguished citizens a genera- 
tion ago.

It is the heaviest 
increase ever granted any organiza- 
tion of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil.

Candidate 
Hughes then declared that had he 
been president at the time the Lusi- 
tania was sunk by a submarine he 
would have broken off all diplomatic 
Telations; in other words, he would 
have declared war. 


The issue is now clear. Mr. 
Hughes would seek any pretext as a 
basis to embroil this 
country in war, while President Wil- 
son would exercise his great influ- 
ence and bring into action every in- 
fluence of government to avert an 
unjust war. Of all the great nations 
of the earth, America stands alone 
as being sane and composed. Under 
trying circumstances no man _ has 
shown such a broad grasp of the 
world affairs or has beé@n. able to im- 
press upon foreign governments his 
‘declarations as has the president of 
the United States. 


The question, therefore,..reselves 
itself into one or two things—war or 
peace; and the American people are 
soon to make their choice of which 
‘of the two they approve. The ver- 
dict of the American people is confi- 
dently awaited,
